THE POLLS WILL BE OPEN FROM 9:00 A.M. TO 7:00 P.M. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the County of Merrimack in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said State on Tuesday, 
the 8th day of March, next at Nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


Article No.2 through Article No.35, will be taken up at the Second 
Session of the Annual Town Meeting on Saturday, March 12th, 1983, at 
9:00 A.M. Meeting to be held at the Country Hall Mudget Hill Road. 


Article No.3: To see if the Town will vote to allow a 2% discount on all 
property taxes paid within thirty days after presentation of the tax bill. 


Article No. 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and the Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums of money not to exceed in 
aggregate more than 75% of the anticipated amount to be collected in taxes for 
the current municipal year and to issue in the name and on the credit of the 
Town of Loudon negotiable notes therefore, said notes to be paid in 1983 from 
taxes collected during the current municipal year. 


Article No.5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $21,188.99, to repay the New Hampshire Crime Commission grant 
No.79A2388C03. This grant was disallowed after an audit. Requested by 
N.H. Crime Commission. 


Article No.6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300.00 as Loudon’s share to support Camp Spaulding. Request of 
Executive Committee. 


Article No.7: Shall the voters of Loudon show their support for passage, 
by the New Hampshire legislature, of a law mandating returnable beverage 
containers: the so-called “bottle bill’. By petition. 
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Article No.8: To see if the Town will vote, by ballot, to maintain 
approximately 1/3 Mile of road which runs east/west between Old 106 and 
Mudgett Hill Road. This road was recently maintained by the Town, and never 
closed subject to gates and bars. By petition. 


Article No.9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 for maintainence of 1/3 mile of the road that runs east/west 
between Old 106 and Mudgett Hill Road, as noted in Article No.8. 


Article No.10: Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Pre-payment 
of taxes and authorize the collector of taxes to accept prepayment of taxes 
pursuant to RSA 80;52a. 


Article No.11: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax 
Collector, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen to appoint Deputy Tax 
Collectors as needed, Pursuant to RSA 41;38. 


Article No.12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 to pay the Moderator the balance claimed for services in 1982. 


Article No.13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $4,000.00 for the Capital Reserve Fund of the Police Department as 
set up in the 1982 Town Meeting. 


Article No.14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000.00 for the Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund as set up in 
the 1963 Town Meeting. 


Article No.15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000.00 for the Highway Department Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article No.16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $33,000.00 for the purchase of a new Diesel Truck for the Highway 
Department.

Article No.19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $60,000.00, to refurbish the Symonds Property, so that it can be used 
as Town Offices for the Board of Selectmen, Tax Collector and the Town 
Clerk. 


Article No.20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $60,000.00, to be financed over a fifteen (15) year period at 10%, to 
refurbish the Symonds Property, so that it can be used as Town Offices for the 
Board of Selectmen, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. (added cost if financed 
$56,058.00). 


Article No.21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $11,201.30, to reimburse the Department of Welfare for funds spent by 
them on behalf of various Loudon residents, period covered October 1978 thru 
December 1981. 


Article No.22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $12,720.00, for the employment of a full time Police Officer. Of which 
$10,500.00 will be for salaries, $2,220.00 will be for Retirement and Blue 
Cross Blue Shield. 


Article No.23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,750.00 for the Rescue Squad, for the purpose of training, Training 
Mannequin and insurance. 


Article No.24: To see if the Town will vote to open and maintain 
approximately 1/3 mile of road called Batchelder Road commencing at 
Lovejoy Road and going to a turn-around to be established. By petition. 


Article No.25: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $73,565.00 to open and bring up to Town specifications Batchelder 
Road, from Lovejoy Road to North Village Raod. 


Article No.26: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $46,765.00 to open Batchelder Road, from Lovejoy Road to a turn- 
around approximately 2240 feet and bring this road up to Town Specifications. 


Article No.27: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $57,770.00 to open Batchelder Road, from Lovejoy Raod to North 
Village Road, this road to be left as a dirt road. 


Article No.28: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $36,900.00 to open Batchelder Road, from Lovejoy Road to a turn- 
around approximately 2240 feet, this road to be left as a dirt road. 


Article No.29: To see ifthe Town will vote to go on record in support of 
immediate actions by the Federal Government to control and reduce acid rain 
which is harmful to the environment and economy of Loudon and to the health 
and welfare of the people of Loudon. These actions shall include; 1. Reduce by 
at least half the major cause of acid rain, sulfur dioxide emissions, by the year

Whereas, it is desirable to preserve our natural resourses, including farm 
and forest lands and wildlife, habitat, and 

Whereas, it is ridiculous for the state to spend huge sums in acquisition, 
maintenance and stocking of state parks, state forests and wildlife habitat, then 
to force similar privately own properties to be developed: and 

Whereas, the proposed Land Value Tax may well be the straw that broke 
the camel’s back, forcing many property of undeveloped land to sell or to 
develop it themselves: now, therefore be it,

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Town had a successful year in spite of budget reductions at the 1982 
Town meeting. Our success must be attributed to the dedication of our Town 
Officers, Employees, and many volunteers. 


The Selectmen felt is necessary to establish property valuations at near the 
100% level. Our rate was fast approaching $80.00 which is unacceptable to 
the Board of Taxation. We were close to being forced into having a full re- 
evaluation of the Town. We feel our effort to raise the property valuations 
eliminated at State imposed revaluation. Also, the town lost a tremendous 
amount of State foundation aid money for education because of our low 
property valuations. We hope now we will again qualify for this money. All 
town departments operated with reduced budgets this year as a result of the 
1982 town meeting. This was a hardship as budgets were figured conserva- 
tively. Most significantly, the loss of money caused a reduction in police 
protection, and some equipment and training shortages within our voluntary 
fire department. We hope the citizens of town understand that our budget is 
conservative and that all requests for funds are for mandated expenses only. 
We urge that our budget not be arbitrarily reduced this coming year. The 1983 
budget has been carefully scrutinized and considered the minimum necessary 
to provide adequate services to the town. 


During this past year, the Selectmen met with the Planning Board in an 
effort to establish new policies and coordinate a system to enforce rules on any 
variances the Board allows. 


We also reactivated the Conservation Commission with several concerned 
citizens. 


We appointed Robert N. Fiske as Police Chief, he works on a part-time 
basis. We have received many favorable comments from the towns people on 
this action. Chief Fiske has been certified by the Police Standards and 
Training Board. We currently have ONE full-time officer in addition to Chief 
Fiske. We are recommending an additional full-time officer, as it is impossible 
for the current TWO man force to provide effective SEVEN day, twenty-four 
hour coverage. 


The Symonds Property Committee deserves a lot of credit for their effort to 
formulate a viable plan for use of the Symonds Property. 


We wish to pay a special thanks to Arthur Colby for replacing most town 
road signs during this past year. This was done on a voluntary basis, and we 
appreciate his civic contribution to the town. 
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The Town is in a critical need of a cash flow to reduce the tremendous 
amount of interest it pays on loans each year. In 1982, the town paid over 
$11,250.00 in interest. Therefore, in order to eliminate or reduce this interest 
payment, it may become necessary to require that property taxes be paid semi- 
annually (twice a year).

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Highway Dept. started 1982 with Ronald Moore as the acting Road 
Agent. During this time Ron got the Dept. running smoothly and its equipment 
into excellent condition. By his doing this it made my job of taking over the 
Dept. in March much easier, and for this ’m very grateful. 


The winter of 1982 proved to be very busy with many storms coming 
almost back to back. But with the equipment being in excellent condition 
everything went along nicely with few mechanical problems. 


The spring brought a very bad case of mud on many of our dirt roads. This 
year we tried to use crushed gravel on these areas. By doing this we are able to 
add a higher quality of material that will both create a better road surface and 
cut labor cost by reducing the amount of time spent by employees picking 
rocks. This excessive amount of mud contributed to many of the dirt roads 
becoming extremely rough before conditions were right to start our spring 
grading program. 


The state funded Town Road Aid project on Clough Hill Road was 
completed with a three inch ““Farmers Mix” being applied over the gravel 
base, this was then sealed. This project greatly improved both the hill and the 
road surface. 


The large diameter culvert on Bumfagon Road that was installed in 1980 
was finished with cement headers and steel railings being installed. These 
cement headers should prove to be extremely effective at stoping the roadway 
around this culvert from washing out. 


We shimed and sealed 5.5 miles of roads this summer. It is my goal to try to 
maintain this amount of sealing every year. By doing so every tar road in town 
would be sealed once every five years. 


Our new highway truck arrived in early September complete with new 
body and plows. This heavy duty truck is proving to be an excellent piece of 
equipment that should last the town for ten years. In 1983 we hope to purchase 
another Cab and Chassis of the same style. We now have a 1972 Ford truck 
that is in poor condition, and needs to be replaced with a more reliable piece of 
equipment. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank Arthur Colby who 


volunteered his time to order new street name signs and help put them up this 
year. 
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If anyone has any problems or questions about their roads feel free to call 
me at the Highway Dept. (783-4568) or at home (798-5278) anytime. Many 
times this is the only way that we are aware of a problem, because it is 
impossible for us to check all the roads everyday.

The Loudon Summer Recreation Program completed its fourth year with a 
slight increase in enrollment. On any given day approximately 45 children 
engaged in a whole series of recreational activities which included: arts and 
crafts, nature hikes, movies, Christmas in August, kickball, and other 
entertaining programs and special events.

Fortunately, through the good will of many Loudon residents the program 
has been able to obtain many donations of games, sports equipment, and other 
table games which are still in use. Donations of games and equipment are 
always appreciated. 


The program was able to keep within its budget this year even though its 
actual funding was below last years level as some funds budgeted for the 
playground program were needed to assist the youth baseball program of 
Loudon this past year. The committee is in need of more members, and 
residents who would like to volunteer to serve on the committee should contact 
the selectmen or one of the other committee members for further information. 


The Recreation Committee would like to thank the many parents who have 
offered their support as chaperones and aides in many of the program 
activities. The committee would also like to thank the selectmen and the people 
of Loudon for their continued support of the fine program and we look forward 
to providing another exciting summer of activity for the children of Loudon.

We the committee met on several occasions over the past year. Our first 
task was to preserve the barn. In doing so, one side of the roof was completely 
reshingled, the cupola and the other side of the roof were patched where 
necessary. 


There was much discussion of uses for the property, included, but not 
limited to recreational uses, park/picnic areas and town pool. 


The committee feels that the immediate concern of the town is the existing 
structures. In this light, we as the committee, propose to convert the main 
house into town offices with the following proposal: 


The existing Symonds House, atwo story wood frame building with a stone 
veneered front section, has approximately 3,000 square feet of useable space 
distributed as follows: 


Basement - 500 square feet 
First Floor - 1300 square feet 
Second Floor - 1200 square feet 


The proposal is intended to provide space for the Selectmen, Town Clerk 
and Tax Collector along with suitable support facilities and storage including a 
fire proof vault. Refurbishing work would be confined mainly to the first floor 
and basement. Exterior work includes a new roof, complete paint job, 
repointed stone work and all new wood windows, along with a complete 
insulating job. A new plumbing system to support two toilets and small kitchen 
as well as new electrical service and system providing lighting, power and 
resistance heating. 


Site work shall include a new well, new septic system and a rough parking 
area for a dozen automobiles. 


Refurbishing work shall include new doors, partitions, underlayment 
resilient flooring, ceilings and painting.

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CONCORD REGIONAL VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


The Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Associaiton, Inc. continued to 
service Loudon for this past year. In the Home Care program service is 
provided under a physician’s plan of treatment to patients who are essentially 
homebound with diagnosed illness. This service is rendered by health 
professionals (Registered Nurses, Physical Therapist, Occupational Therapist, 
Speech Therapist, Nutritionist) and paraprofessionals, (Homemaker/Home 
Health Aides, Health Assistants) according to the patient’s and family’s 
needs. Hospice care is provided to patients in the last six months of terminal 
illness. The Health Promotion program has services (child health, family 
planning, screening) that are provided to low income/high risk patients and 
families in group settings, such as clinic and screening sites. 


Health Education and Instruction is part of each home visit or clinic visit. 


Anyone in Loudon may request agency service-patient, doctor, health 
facility, pastor, friend or neighbor. Patients are also referred by other agencies. 
All requests are answered, but continuing home care can be provided only with 
a physician’s orders. 


A call to the Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., (224- 
4093) between the hours of 8 a.m. and 9 p.m., seven days a week is all that is 
necessary to start services or make inquiries. Hospice staff are on call (224- 
4093) 9 p.m. to 8 a.m. 


Federal regulations specify a charge is applicable to all visits. Fees are 
scaled for those unable to pay the charge if that person has no other funding 
source available. However, for fee scaling, federal regulations require a 
financial statement be completed and a fee may be appropriate for which the 
patient will be responsible. Town monies subsidize those visits that are scaled 
or that no fee is collectible. 


This Agency is accredited by National League for Nursing and American 
Public Health Association; Certified for Medicare and is a member agency of 
Community Health Care Association and United Way of Greater Concord.
